You can go to 
bcd . You can feel sorry for your­ 
self, have the family wait on you, 
sn ooze, an d have n o respon sibili­ 
ties. Accord in g to Dr. David Po- 
lowe, the best thin g to d o an yway 
is to go to bed for twen ty-four 
hours, take two warm d rin ks an d 
three blan kets. So if you go to bed 
with your cold , you are d oin g the 
most thoroughly scien tific thin g. 
It is estimated that there are 
on e hun d red million cold s caught 
in the Un ited States in the mon ths 
of J anuary , February and March. 
Accord in g to Dr. Polowe, to pre­ 
ven t further complication s, “hit 
the hay as soon as a cold starts, 
and stay there un til you’re feelin g 
tops again . The third d ay of the 
sn eezekrieg is the most d an gerous. 
Yon carry billion s of bacteria in 
your n ose an d throat. Normally, 
they are harmless, but about the 
third day of your cold , when your 


resistan ce is low, these bacteria go 
explorin g in your sin uses, ears an d 
lun gs. 
Stay in Bed 
“ If you’ve stayed in bed , you’ve 
helped to resist these in vad ers an d 
ward off such serious complica­ 
tion s as sin usitis, mastoid itis or 
pn eumon ia.” 
Un iv six percen t of us. accord in g 
to Dr. Polo we, go through the win ­ 
ter without catchin g cold , lf you 
wan t to get in to that group, wear 
sen sible clothes, keep your feet 
warm, your bod y d ry, sleep lon g, 
avoid extreme fatigue an d worry, 
an d eat well. 
Here arc a few thin gs you can d o 
to keep from spread in g your cold : 
Cough an d sn eeze in to han d y 
squares of gauze or tissue th at you 
can flin g in to the n earest furn ace 
at your con ven ien ce. A free-for-all 
sn eeze will carry the cold virus a 
d istan ce of six to ten feet Wash 
your han d s frequen tly, especially 
before eatin g. In sist on separate 
eatin g uten sils. As soon as you can , 
go to bcd , take some hot d rin ks, 
cover yourself well with blan kets. 
If you’re n ot okay in twen ty-four 
hours, call your d octor. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

I believe you must

EVERY year about this time, 
somebody relieves me of the onus 
of expressing my own opinion 
about the treatm ent of the common 
cold. 
I have found from experience, 
that my opinion about the cold is 
not popular. I do not believe that 
the common cold can be prevented

or cured. I do not believe that it 
is very serious, or that it often 
runs into anything. I do not believe 
the economic loss that is caused by 
the common cold is very serious. 
The fact that a few million people 
every week don’t get to work on 
account of the common cold doesn’t 
seem to me to have slowed up 
American business very much. 
100,000,000 Colds 
So my gospel has always been 
that a cold is nice. You can go to 
bed. You can feel sorry for your­ 
self, have the family wait on you, 
snooze, and have no responsibili- 
tiea. According to Dr. David Po- 
lowe, the best thing to do anyway 
ta to go to bed for twenty-four 
hours, take two warm drinks and 
three blankets. So if you go to bed 
with your cold, you are doing the 
most thoroughly scientific thing. 
It is estimated that there are 
one hundred million colds caught 
in the United States in the months 
of January, February aud March. 
According to Dr. Polowe, to pre­ 
vent further complications, “hit 
the hay as soon as a cold starts, 
and stay there until you’re feeling 
tops again. The third day of the 
sneeaekneg is the most dangerous. 
Yon carry billions of bacteria in 
your nose and throat. Normally, 
they are harmless, but about the 
third day of your cold, when your 


resistance is low, these bacteria go 
exploring in your sinuses, ears and 
lungs. 
Stay in Bed 
“If you've stayed in bed, you’ve 
helped to resist these invaders and 
arard off such serious complica­ 
tions as sinusitis, mastoiditis or 
pneumonia.” 
Only six percent of us, according 
to Dr. I’olowc, go through the win­ 
ter without catching cold. lf you 
want to get into that group, wear 
sensible clothes, keep your feet 
warm, your body dry, sleep long, 
avoid extreme fatigue and worry, 
and eat well. 
Here arc a few things you can do 
to keep from spreading your cold: 
Cough and sneeze into handy 
squares of gauze or tissue th at you 
can fling into the nearest furnace 
at your convenience. A free-for-all 
sneeze will carry the cold virus a 
distance of ais to ten feel. Wash 
your hands frequently, especially 
before eating. Insist on separata 
eating utensils. As soon as youcsn, 
go to bed. take some hot drinks, 
cover yourself well with blankets. 
If you’re not okay in twenty-four 
hours, call your doctor. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

bitis? Can it be cured by diet? Is 
then* anything that will help the 
terrible burning and itching of 
this disease?”

in store for Boomer, 
A few days later, when Schmidt 
staged his opening party and had 
Ribbentrop there to give us the 
usual handout of international co­ 
operate n ami goodwill to all on

part of the Reich, 
Boemer 
stood there am idst the very mod­ 
ern 
lighting 
sm oking 
cigarette 
after cigarette, a little pale from 
the effort of keeping a straight 
face He even added a few’ words 
in the name of Goebbels and Die­ 
trich to those of Ribbentrop. Then 
he went home to nurse the wound 
in his heart 
From that day on open rivalry 
flared between Schmidt and Boe­ 
mer. The old friendship and mu­ 
tual drinking bouts ended. 
B<>erner stormed from his own 
big office in the Propaganda Min- 
istry into that of Goebbels the 
very next day and demanded to 
know' if Goebbels would stand for 
that 
kind of a dirty 
Ribbentrop 
11 it k. 
Plans Rival Club 
Half an hour l iter he came out 
of there with half a million marks 
a t his disposal to build the finest 
club in town He went to Leipziger 
P latz and practically confiscated 
the stately old edifice originally 
housing the exclusive and aristo­ 
cratic in periai Automobile Club 
throwing a1! but fifty thousand 
m arks into its rebuilding. 
The 
50,000 he spent in stocking up on 
French ehefa and 
whole 
truck­ 
loads 
of 
fine 
champagnes 
and 
liquors 
He built a bar twice as large 
and twice as aftra live as the one 
in Paul Schmidt’s club; he in­ 
cluded a working room for !■ r- 
esgn 
correspondents 
with 
tele­ 
phones. desks, typewriters and in­ 
stantaneous radio service 
Tho dining room carried a large 
bill-of-fa re and Boomer, ever the 
ladies man and their favorite Bel 
Ami, had one room done entirely 
in preen silk 
enriched 
by 
two 
grand pianos. In short, he put 
t 
all over Schmidt and showed the 
mettle he was made of You could 
almost see the sparks flying be­ 
tween these two by now 
We foreign 
correspondents 
of 
the n ui-Axis countries 
standing 
on the sidelines 
and trying fo do 
our hard Job well, scratched our 
chins and told each other of our 
mutual misgivings. 
A Difficult Situation 
We didn’t want to get our fing­ 
ers caught in something that was 
none of our business, yet here we 
were hardly able to avoid th.* thin 
ice altogether 
Invitations came 
frequently and with recurring co­ 
incidence from both clubs at the 
same time; if you went t » one 
place the stooges of the rival club 
immediately relayed that informa­ 
tion and in effect you had a mark 
against you thor# 
I made the best of the situation 
by cating lunch a couple times 
each week in Boomer's (hilt and 
spending one evening each week at 
the bar upstairs, while Saturday 
nights I reserved for the equally 
boring but ines q lh! 
drinking 
bout with cabaret gals 
and film 
stars who performed 
gratis 
at 
Schmidt's club and gurgled to you 
about the glamor of foreign cor­ 
respondents or the 
nastiness 
of 
people in Hollywood 
Ail that was enough 
to 
dis- 
eourage you from taking even the 
most attractive and halfway sober 
one home in the official cars al­ 
ways at your service outside the 
door. 
But Schmidt had other tricks 
up his sleeve He withdrew from 
public circulation and surrounded 
himself with a mantle of dignity 
and exclusiveness. Boemer on the 
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contrary increased his pace, driven 
by restless nerves and a crushing 
daily program of work and high 
tension. He sought relief in cham­ 
pagne 
and cognac, hotfooting it 
around the night clubs with a new 
favorite every week or two. 
Avoided Hidden Traps 
F >r a time his new home with 
his 
blond 
wife 
and 
adopted 
child out in ritzy Crunewald near 
Berlin helped him keep 
on 
an 
even keel, deftly avoided the hid­ 
den traps laid for him 
time and 
again over in the Foreign Office 
The lavish gifts 
from 
Hitler, 
Goebbels, Diet ii < h and scores of 
high Nazis and 
diplomats 
con­ 
tinued to pour in, giving him no 
inkling in the spring of 1941 th a t 
the Fuehrer he served was plan­ 
ning a showdown with America 
after 
an attack on Russia and 
even 
then 
w as 
w aiting 
the 
moment to do an about-face on his 
policy towards America, 
S hmidt didn’t know it either, 
but he watched every move Boo­ 
mer made with lynx-like eyes 
One night in 
late 
February, 
down in 
Garmisch-Partenkirchen 
of Olympic fame, a 
couple 
of 
other 
American 
newspapermen 
and myself in company of Boemer 
went over to the Alpen bnf Hotel 
for an evening's relaxation 
We had come down there from 
Berlin after a hard winter for 
some Alpine 
air and re s t The 
town was full of rich men's wives 
and daughters sent there to escape 
the bombs at home: all the left­ 
over glamor girls with somebody 
else s money in their pockets were 
on hand to liven up the situa­ 
tion. 
Introduced to Woman 
A friend of Boemer's came over 
to our table to introduce a wom­ 
an. neatly dressed but with a long 
nose giving it just a touch of the 
hatchet f,u *d and worst of a1! she 
had fish eyes 
We looked at her 
without interest listening to her 
. om pan ion recite to Boemer his 
wonderful qualities as a pianist 
Boerne! s 
interest 
qui* ken* d 
visibly; he always was a passion­ 
ate addn t of the piano and could 
play everything from the class! 
to the popular for hours without 
stopping. 
He asked the couple I1' 
sit down, and it w asn’t long before 
I noticed that the champagne or 
something had kindled the light sn 
his eye. 
From past experience I knew 
that he was definitely on the 
make and the smiling eyes of th« 
girl showed definitely that she had 
come here determined to get on 
in the music world by hook or by 
t rook. 
That started things, and a cou­ 
ple of week- later, as might have 
been expected, the girl showed up 
in Berlin. 
Bel Ami was definitely 
In love. a sad < ase of a man who 
couldn’t ke« p his passion under 
cover 
Day after day and night after 
night he could be seen in his club 
with this st range new flame, wild­ 
ly pound.rig out duets on the two 
pianos in the room of green silk 
or bucking his strained nerves up 
in the barroom. 
Warned O f Breakdown 
I told him to his face and so 
did faithful old Guido Lindens of 
the New York Times that between 
the liquor and the woman he was 
bound to crack up. 
Ile agreed, 
and said that all good things must 
come to an end. 
He said he could 
always join the ai my in the field, 
having an officer’s rank, and thus 
secure himself military promotion 
ar; i the yearned-for-decoration for 
bravery. 
Ile was hipped on that; 
in fart 
Boemer went into the 
trenches of Flanders as a sixteen- 
year-old volunteer and won for 
himself the Iron (’rosa of the First 
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CUM. 
In tome ways he was a 
crazy guy. 
When 
Hitler 
attacked 
Jugo­ 
slavia and Greece in April of 1941, 
Boemer arranged for the usual 
trip of some foreign correspond­ 
ents with the German Army and 
he himself went along. As always 
on such moves to the front, Louis 
Lo. liner of the Associated Press 
a n d I were assigned to his c a r. 
giving us sometimes an added ad­ 
vantage over those in the cars be­ 
hind us. 
But on that hard trip through 
the southeast, with its dusty and 
hungry days for us. L>< hoer and 
I strove with might and main to 
bring Boemer back to his feet and 
tear him loose from the grip of 
the woman back in Berlin. By the 
time we returned from Athens, we 
thought we had succeeded, par­ 
ticularly as Fish-Eyes was absent 
for some weeks on a piano tour.

But we were mistaken, badly 
mistaken.

* ii had definitely 
lost his heart to (Mr, and he 
mooned and moaned around Uke 
a dying calf. 
Even the hotbed of 
whispering and speculating going 
on all around Berlin over Hitler's 
next move failed to stir the old 
fire in hun 
On the evening at May 15, his 
old chief Rosenberg asked him to 
come over to his office right away 
for 
an 
im portant 
conference. 
Boemer went and for a while be­ 
came hie old self when Rosenberg 
in the intimacy of his oldest and 
truest co-workers revealed that he 
had just come from Hitler with 
an appointment of dictator over 
all Russia in his pocket. 
Yes. it was true. 
The day for the attack on Rus­ 
sia was fixed for the not too dis­ 
tant future. The disgraceful bonds 
made necessary by circumstances 
before the w ar of keeping silent 
on Bolshevist Russia and putting 
a good face on everything at long 
last would be broken. 
The Nazis there m Rosenberg's 
office shook hands and wept a few 
tears. 
All of them would gain 
tremendously by the new turn of 
the tide
